To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Barnstead  in  the  County 
of  Belknap  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Barnstead  Town  Hall  in 
said  Barnstead  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  (tenth)  day  of  March,  next  at 
10:00  a.m.  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.  The  second  session  for  purpose  of  discussing  and  voting 
upon  the  articles  of  the  Town  Warrant  shall  be  held  on  Saturday, 
March  14,  1992  at  1:00  P.M.  at  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School, 
and  for  all  other  business  to  come  before  the  meeting.  To  hear  the 
reports  of  Agents;  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  chosen  and  to 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  Federal  or  State  Grants,  which  may 
become  available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept 
and  expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private 
source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  Town  may  legally 
appropriate  money,  provided:  (1)  that  such  grants  and  other  monies 
do  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  town  funds,  (2)  that  a  public 
hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  receipt  and 
expenditure  of  such  grants  and  monies;  and  (3)  that  such  items  shall 
be  exempt  from  all  provision  of  RSA:32  relative  to  limitation  and 
expenditure  of  town  monies,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31 :95b. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  and  no/100  Dollars,  ($10,000.00),  and 
same  to  be  placed  in  the  Town  Hall  Restoration  Capital  Reserve 
Fund,  created  for  that  purpose. 


6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Sixty-Four  Thousand  and  no/100  Dollars,  ($64,000.00), 
to  install  a  full  cellar  under  the  main  building  of  the  Town  Hall  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  Sixty-Four  Thousand  and  no/100 
Dollars,  ($64,000.00),  from  the  Town  Hall  Restoration  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  created  for  that  purpose. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  and  no/100  Dollars,  ($10,000.00),  and 
same  to  be  placed  in  the  Reconstruction  of  Town  Bridges  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  created  for  that  purpose. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  and  no/100  Dollars,  ($5,000.00),  and 
same  to  be  placed  in  the  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
created  for  that  purpose. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$8,000.00  for  the  Barnstead  Rescue  to  purchase  a  Cardiac 
Monitor/Defibrillator,  and  associated  supplies.  (By  Petition) 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  raise 
the  sum  of  Ninety-Six  Thousand  and  no/100  Dollars,  ($96,000.00), 
to  purchase  two  ambulances,  all  associated  medical  supplies,  and 
two  Emergency  Medical  Technicians-salaries  for  sixty,  (60)  hrs./wk. 
for  one  (1)  year.    Proceeds  received  from  billings  to  be  reimbursed  to 
the  Town  for  related  expenditures.    Salaries  not  to  exceed  Thirty- 
Two  Thousand  for  the  two  positions.  (By  Petition) 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  10%  (or  any 
percentage,  amount  or  combination  of  percentage  and  amount)  of 
the  revenues  collected  pursuant  to  RSA  79-A  (The  Land  Use  Change 
Tax)  in  the  Conservation  Fund  in  accordance  with  RSA  36-A:5lll  as 
authorized  by  RSA  79-A  25II,  in  any  tax  year  with  the  balance  if  any 
to  be  used  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.    If  approved  this  article  would 
alter  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  18,  1989  as  authorized 
by  RSA  79-A-25IV.    If  approved  this  change  shall  take  effect  April  1, 
1992. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  on  the  following: 
"Shall  the  Town  of  Barnstead  accept  the  provisions 

of  RSA  53-B:1  to  1  1  inclusive  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District,  together  with  the  Towns  of 
Chichester,  Epsom  and  Pittsfield,  and  the  construction,  maintenance. 


and  operation  of  a  regional  refuse  disposal  facility  by  said  district  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a  proposed  agreement  which  is 
available  for  public  review  filed  with  the  Selectmen."  (Majority  vote 
required  by  ballot) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  N.H.  RSA  202-A:4C:  Trustees  Authority  To  Accept  and 
Expend  Gifts.    Any  Town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article 
or  include  in  its  budget  a  line  item  authorizing  the  Public  Library 
Trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by 
the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  other 
Governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year.    Such  article  or  item  shall: 

I.  Be  used  only  for  legal  purposes  for  which  a  Town 
may  appropriate  money. 

II.  Not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  Town  funds. 

III.  Be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32,  relative 
to  limitation  and  expenditure  of  Town  moneys. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  cash,  to 
the  Town  for  any  public  purposes.   This  authorization  in  accordance 
with  RSA  31 :95-e  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote  of 
the  Municipal  Meeting.  (Majority  vote  required) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  Snackerty 
Road  (so-called)  leading  from  the  property  of  Gordon  Preston  to  the 
Strafford  town  line,  and  be  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  OSCAR  FOSS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

1991 

Each  year  the  Library  seems  to  be  busier  and  busier.  This 
year  was  no  exception  and  once  again  we  have  broken  all  previous 
records.  In  1990  our  circulation  figure  was  9,525  and  in  1991  we 
circulated  1 1,034  items!  Inter-Library  loans  and  books  for  the 
handicapped  totalled  over  350.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  we  are 
servicing  many  of  the  needs  of  the  Town,  whether  it  be  school 
reports  or  pleasure  reading. 

New  Library  cards  were  issued  beginning  in  April  as  we  were 
required  to  do  so  under  RSA  201 -D:1 1 .  This  new  system  uses  a 
"family  card"  with  number  only  to  insure  the  privacy  of  each  and 
every  user. 

We  purchased  a  new  set  of  1991  Encyclopedia  Americana 
so  that  we  now  have  three  different  sets  for  patron  usage  and  this 
keeps  us  right  up  with  the  State  Standards.  We  are  now  in  the 
process  of  trying  to  do  a  complete  inventory  of  the  Library's 
holdings  and  progressing  toward  a  circulation  system  with  bar 
coding.  We  were  fortunate  to  be  chosen  as  a  test-site  for  a 
circulation  system  which  means  we  are  being  given  the  extensive 
software  program  for  free!  This  will  be  extremely  beneficial  after  the 
system  is  in  as  it  will  enable   us  to  be  much  faster  at  the  check-out 
desk  and  will  help  to  run  many  different  reports,  such  as  circulation, 
overdues,  acquisitions, etc.  I  have  just  completed  another  Library 
Techniques  Course,  working  toward  the  Certification  degree.  This 
course  was  "Microcomputers  in  Libraries"  and  I'm  sure  this  will  help 
while  we  work  on  this  new  system.  This  is  an  overwhelming  project 
and  we  thank  our  patrons  for  being  co-operative  and  helpful  while 
we  undertake  the  first  initial  task  of  the  inventory. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  was  very  successful  again 
this  year  and  we  were  pleased  to  join  the  state-wide  program, 
sponsored  by  CHILIS,  Children's  Librarians  of  N.H.,  a  division  of  the 
N.H.  Library  Association.  The  theme  this  year  was  "Some  Enchanted 
Reading"  and  our  readers  added  bricks  to  a  magic  road  until  they 
reached  a  beautiful  magic  castle. (We  had  magic  bricks  everywhere!!) 
A  total  of  25  children  were  actively  involved  and  they  read  a  total  of 
256  books!  We  had  a  number  of  volunteers  who  came  each  week  to 
the  Story  Hours  and  read  to  a  large  group  of  children.  Refreshments 
were  always  enjoyed  at  the  end  of  each  program.  It  was  a  great 
summer! 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  were  an  integral  part  of  our  year 
again.  Thru  their  fund-raising  efforts,  they  donated  the  money  to 
have  a  beautiful  credenza  made  for  the  circulation  area.  The  Friends 
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and  the  Barnstead  Historical  Society  also  donated  the  funds  to  have 
the  1859  Belknap  County  Map  restored.  The  map  was  taken  to  a 
restoration  company  where  it  was  cleaned  and  then  repaired  as 
much  as  possible.  After  that  process,  a  new  backing  was  applied 
and  then  it  was  encapsulated  to  preserve  it  for  years  to  come.  We 
are  so  grateful  to  these  groups  for  helping  us  to  preserve  a  small 
part  of  Barnstead's  history. 

The  Welcome  Home  Parade  organized  by  Sylvia  Keating  gave 
the  Friends  of  the  Library  another  chance  to  get  together.  A 
beautiful  float  was  created  with  the  theme  "Children's  Classics."  We 
were  delighted  to  win  1st  prize  for  Organizations  as 
were, "Huckleberry  Finn,  Davy  Crockett,  Little  Miss  Muffet, 
Pinocchio"  and  all  the  others. 

This  Christmas  we  had  a  Christmas  tree  to  help  us  celebrate 
and  we  asked  for  donated  hand-crafted  decorations.  A  number  of 
people  in  town  contributed  beautiful  decorations  and  we  hope  we 
have  now  added  another  yearly  tradition  to  the  Library. 

Cheryl  Guilbert  has  been  Assistant  Librarian  for  a  year  and  a 
half  and  I  continue  as  Head  Librarian.  We  invite  each  and  every  one 
of  you  to  stop  by  YOUR  Library  and  see  what  is  available  to  you.

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BARNSTEAD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1991,  a  suspected  armed  bank  robber  was  arrested  in 
Barnstead  with  weapons,  pipe  bombs,  drugs,  stolen  property  and 
cash  confiscated. 

In  1991, a  five-time  convicted  felon  from  New  York  was 
arrested  in  Barnstead,  who  at  the  time  was  in  possession  of 
firearms. 

In  1991,  the  driver  of  a  stolen  motor  vehicle  was  stopped 
and  arrested  ten  minutes  after  the  reported  theft,  and  was  found  to 
possess  cocaine. 

In  1991, the  eradication  of  33  marajuana  plants  were 
confiscated  in  Barnstead,  which  were  the  largest  size  plants  taken  in 
the  state  this  past  year. 

In  1991,  three  burglary  suspects  were  arrested  inside  a 
residence  in  Barnstead,  after  having  caused  approximately  $10,000 
in  damage  to  the  residence. 

In  1991,  five  commercial  burglary  suspects  were  arrested  for 
three  separate  commercial  burglaries  in  Barnstead. 

In  1991,  two  individuals  were  arrested  in  Barnstead  for 
felony  criminal  mischief  in  the  structural  and  content  damage  of  a 
barn,  totalling  approximately  a  $  40,000  loss. 

In  1991,  an  individual  was  arrested  in  Barnstead  for  the 
alleged  act  of  aggravated  felonious  sexual  assault  on  a  child. 

The  list  can  continue  in  my  attempt  to  discredit  statements 
like, "nothing  ever  happens  in  Barnstead".  I'm  certain  the  victims  of 
these  crimes,  and  others,  would  like  to  rebut  such  broad 
generalizaton  made  by  uninformed  citizens.  Until  one  experiences 
the  strong  feeling  of  violation  as  a  consequence  of  being  victimized, 
can  one  empathize  and  be  sensitive  to  the  true  impact  of  crime. 

The  Barnstead  Police  Department  experienced  another  year 
of  increased  service  demand  and  a  increase  in  the  number  of  serious 
crimes.  We  fielded  3,139  calls  for  service  in  1990  and  for  1991 
there  were  4,593. 

The  police  department  also  had  to  deal  with  a  decrease  in 
fiscal  support  from  the  community,  with  an  8%  reduction  in  police 
budget  funding  level  of  year  1990.  We  were  forced  to  reduce 
services  in  an  effort  to  stay  within  the  budgetary  restraints  voted  at 
the  annual  town  meeting  in  March.  The  services  reduced  had 
minimal  impact  on  safety  to  the  public. 

In  support  of  our  youth,  the  police  department  again  joined 
forces  with  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School. Programs  introduced  in 
1990  were  continued  in  1991.  Again,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
found  this  partnership  exceptional  and  awarded  the  cooperative 
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effort  the  3rd  Annual  Gold  Circle  Partnership  Award  for  the  second 
consecutive  year.  I  would  like  to  thank  Principal  McKinnon  and  the 
rest  of  the  school  staff  for  the  opportunity  to  make  this  program 
successful. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  police  department  personnel  for  their 
hard  work  and  professional  manner  in  which  they  got  the  job  done. 

In  addition,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  area  police 
departments,  Belknap  County  Sheriff's  Office  and  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Police  for  their  support  and  assistance  through  a 
very  difficult  year.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1 991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire 
Forest  Fire  Service  as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our 
increase  in  the  number  of  fires.  Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in 
1991  were  non-permit,  children  and  smoking  materials.  450  wildland 
fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned  approximately  150  acres  for  an 
average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for 
extinguishing  these  fires.  Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a 
tribute  to  early  detection  by  citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system 
and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  muncipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
several  Deputy  Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing 
suppression  action  on  wildland  fires, working  with  other  fire 
department  members  under  the  direction  of  the  N.H.Forest  Fire 
Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  department  members  are  properly 
trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires.  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive  specialized  training  each  year, 
presented  by  the  N.H.Forest  Fire  Service,  to  keep  their  skill  level  and 
knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also 
responsible  for  issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is 
to  be  done  in  their  community. In  New  Hampshire  ,  any  open 
burning,  except  when  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow, 
requires  a  written  fire  permit  prior  to  lighting  the  fire.  Before  doing 
any  open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that  you  contact  your  local  fire 
department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and  to  save  your 
community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm.  Any 
person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by 
requesting  a  fire  permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if 
they  tell  you  it  is  not  a  safe  day  to  burn  and  help  keep  New 
Hampshire  green!  Thank  you  for  being  fire  safe.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BARNSTEAD 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  the  year  the  Barnstead  Conservation  Commission  and 
the  L.C.I. P.  Committee  worked  diligently  to  acquire  the  Harrison 
property  on  Upper  Suncook  Pond.  Once  completed  the  Town  will 
benefit  by  preserving  180  acres  and  1300  feet  of  shoreline. 
Conservation  easements  on  approximately  1  50  acres  from  properties 
owned  by  Fred  Goodrich  and  Lynn  Guenther  located  on  Bow  Lake 
Rd.have  been  acquired  as  part  of  this  project.  All  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town.  Before  this  happens  much  work  must  be  completed,  such  as 
obtaining  appraisals  and  surveys  of  the  properties. 

As  the  Commission  reported  last  year,  we  planned  to 
improve  the  Big  River  Recreation  Area  on  the  so  called  Steven's 
property.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  a  boat  launch  ramp  has  been 
installed  adjacent  to  the  Police  Station,  which  along  with  the  ramp  in 
the  Parade  provides  the  only  public  access  to  the  Suncook  River. 
This  year  we  will  be  concentrating  on  developing  the  picnic  area. 

Wetland  protection  has  always  been  a  concern  of  the 
Commission.  Last  year  the  Commission  worked  in  cooperation  with 
the  N.H. Wetlands  Board  to  correct  several  wetlands  violations. 
Wetlands  provide  wildlife  habitat  and  unique  ecosystems  as  well  as 
recharge  of  aquifers.  And,  the  Commission  will  continue  to  preserve 
these  valuable  resources. 

The  Commission  generally  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  the 
month.  We  welcome  public  participation  in  our  ongoing  efforts  to 
manage  and  protect  unique, natural  lands  and  watershed  resources  of 
the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BARNSTEAD  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  1991  the  Planning  Board  was  kept  busy  with  major  and 
minor  subdivisions  in  spite  of  the  poor  real  estate  market  and 
downturn  in  the  economy. 

The  Board  held  public  hearings  in  February  and  March  on 
proposed  changes  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations  and  adopted  them 
in  March. 

In  April  the  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
Town  of  Barnstead  Excavation  Regulations  required  under  RSA 
155:E.  As  the  result  of  that  hearing  the  proposed  regulations  were 
re-written,  submitted  at  a  second  public  hearing  ,  and  adopted.  All 
owners  of  sand  and  gravel  pits  in  the  town  were  notified,  and  almost 
all  registered  their  pits  so  they  are  "Grandfathered". 

Prior  to  the  1991  election  the  Board  published  the  Town  of 
Barnstead  Ballot  Book  which  contained  the  questions  on  the  ballot, 
an  explanation  of  why  each  question  was  on  the  ballot,  and  a 
sample  ballot.  The  response  was  overwhelming  and  the  book  for  this 
year  is  already  being  printed.

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FIRE  PREVENTION  AND  SAFETY  EDUCATION 

For  the  past  several  years,  the  fire  departments  have  come 
to  the  School  to  provide  basic  fire  prevention  education.   These 
activities  have  included:   the  E.D.I.T.H.  (Exit  Drills  In  The  Home) 
program,  smoke  detector  education,  using  the  telephone  in  an 
emergency,  home  fire  safety,  personal  fire  safety,  and  what  to  do  if 
a  fire  should  strike.   These  programs  have  been  hands  on  for  the 
student  whenever  possible.   We  have  introduced  the  students  to 
some  of  the  sights  and  sounds  they  may  encounter  if  a  fire  should 
occur.   This  is  especially  important  when  dealing  with  younger 
children.    A  firefighter  in  full  protective  equipment  can  be  frightening 
in  the  middle  of  the  night.    The  ability  to  experience  and  interact  in  a 
controlled  environment  provides  the  student  with  the  skills  needed 
to  react  properly  in  the  event  of  a  fire.   The  fire  departments  have 
also  enacted  mock  responses  to  the  school  as  part  of  its  Fire 
Prevention  Week  activities.    This  has  included  an  actual  search  and 
rescue  exercise  that  involved  both  students  and  staff.    During  this 
event,  five  students,  with  staff  chaperons,  were  hidden  in  the  school 
during  a  fire  drill.   The  fire  departments  responded  and  were  advised 
of  the  missing  children.   The  fire  departments  then  began  a  search 
of  the  building,  located  the  missing  students  and  escorted  them  to 
safety.    This  exercise  allowed  the  students  to  get  an  idea  of  how 
they  should  act  when  the  fire  departments  respond  to  the  school  in 
the  event  of  an  emergency.    It  also  afforded  the  school  and  fire 
departments  a  method  of  testing  their  own  emergency  procedures. 

All  of  these  activities  have  come  together  to  give  students 
the  basic  knowledge  and  understanding  needed  to  be  safe  from  fire 
in  their  daily  lives. 

We  have  also  foreseen  the  need  to  address  other  aspects  of 
safety  with  the  students.    The  program  provided  by  the  fire 
departments,  coupled  with  that  of  the  Barnstead  Police  Department, 
provide  a  comprehensive  safety  program  for  the  children  of 
Barnstead. 

Programs  that  have  been  instituted  by  the  fire  department 
this  year  included:  an  Ice  Safety  Program  which  dealt  with  general 
ice  safety  procedures  and  awareness,  emergency  self  help 
procedures,  and  how  to  help  others  in  an  emergency;  a  Camping 
Safety  Program  which  addressed  basic  first  aid  procedures,  camping 
and  fire  safety  responsibilities  and  trip  preparation;  a  Water  and 
Boating  Safety  Program  which  dealt  with  swimming,  water  skiing, 
boating  safety  procedures  and  personal  responsibilities;  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands  "SMOKEY  THE  BEAR" 
program  which  was  also  included  in  the  overall  curriculum. 
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The  Center  Barnstead  Fire  Department  has  continued  with 
the  TOT-FINDER  window  sticker  program  which  it  originated  several 
years  ago.    It  has  also  worked  in  association  with  the  T.L.  Storer 
Scout  Reservation  to  institute  a  swimming  program  that  is  run  over 
the  summer  and  is  free  for  interested  Barnstead  children  6  to  1 4 
years  of  age.    The  Barnstead  Parade  Fire  Company  No.  1,  Inc.,  has 
continued  to  sponsor  its  Halloween  party  for  the  children  of 
Barnstead.    Emergency  Medical  Technicians  from  the  Barnstead 
Rescue  have  become  involved  in  health  education  at  the  elementary 
school. 

This  past  May,  the  Barnstead  Fire  Departments,  the 
Barnstead  Police  Department,  and  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School 
were  invited  to  participate  as  presenters  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Partners  in  Education  School  Volunteer/Partnership  Conference  held 
at  New  Hampshire  College.    Principal  Barbara  McKinnon,  Police  Chief 
Gene  Omundson,  and  Firefighter/EMT  Charles  Roffo  presented  the 
safety  programs  that  have  been  instituted  in  Barnstead  to  educators 
from  across  the  state.    The  New  Hampshire  Partners  in  Education 
have  also  been  instrumental  in  having  the  Barnstead  programs 
evaluated  and  introduced  in  other  school  districts.    Portions  of  the 
Ice  Safety  Program  and  the  entire  Water  and  Boating  Safety 
Programs  have  been  printed  in  the  NEW  Hampshire  Partners  in 
Education  -  Partnership  News  and  distributed  to  8,000  school  and 
organizations  state  wide. 

On  November  21,  1991,  Principal  Barbara  McKinnon,  Chief 
Shawn  Mulcahy,  Chief  Roscoe  Tasker  and  Police  Chief  Gene 
Omundson  were  presented  with  the  Partners  in  Education-Gold 
Circle  Partnership  Achievement  Awards  by  Governor  Judd  Gregg  at 
the  State  House  in  Concord  for  their  work  in  providing  these 
programs  to  the  citizens  of  Barnstead.

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal  or  state  grants,  which  may  become 
available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept  and 
expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to 
be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate 
money,  provided:  (1)  that  such  grants  and  other  monies  do  not 
require  the  expenditure  of  other  town  funds,  (2)  that  a  public  hearing 
shall  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  receipt  and  expenditure 
of  such  grants  and  monies,  and  (3)  that  such  items  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  provision  of  RSA:32  relative  to  limitation  and  expenditure  of 
town  monies,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31 :95b. 

ACTION  TAKEN:  Passed 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300,000.00  for  the  construction  and  original  equipping  of  a  Public 
Works  Facility,  and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any  Federal,  State 
or  private  funds  made  available  therefore  and  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  not  more  than  $300,000.00  of  bonds  or  notes  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA 
Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the  Town  officials  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
therein.  (2/3  ballot  vote  required) 

ACTION  TAKEN:  Defeated,  Total  Votes  -  331,  Yes  - 
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16,  No-  315 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  erect 
the  proposed  Public  Works  Facility  on  the  Steven's  Property,  so 
called,  behind  the  Police  Station  and  to  maintain  and  develop  the 
current  highway  garage  site  as  a  storage  area  for  road  maintenance 
materials,  i.e.  salt,  sand,  cold  patch,  etc. 

ACTION  TAKEN:  None,  as  a  result  of  Article  5.  Straw 
vote  was  taken,  majority  was  opposed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  committee  to  be 
known  as  the  Public  Works  Facility  Building  Committee  whose 
purpose  will  be  to  perform  all  tasks  necessary  to  assist  the 
Selectmen  in  developing  building  designs,  selecting  a  contractor  and 
completing  the  task  of  building  a  new  Public  Works  Facility.  This 
committee  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members  appointed  at  large,  three

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  raise  the 
amount  of  Ten  Thousand  and  no/100  ($10,000.00)  for 
Reconstruction  of  Town  Bridges  and  the  same  being  placed  in  the 
Reconstruction  of  Town  Bridges  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 
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ACTION  TAKEN:  Passed  by  voice  vote 

1 2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  raise  the  sum  of 
Five  Thousand  and  no/100  dollars,  ($5,000.00)  toward  the  purchase 
of  a  new  Police  Cruiser  and  the  same  being  placed  in  the  Police 
Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

ACTION  TAKEN:  Passed  by  voice  vote 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,746.17  for  the  Youth  Services  Bureau's  Court  Diversion  services 
for  the  first  offenders  (  an  effective  alternative  to  the  juvenile  court 
system)  and  other  youth  oriented  programs,  i.e.  the  Challenge 
Course,  the  Youth  Companion  Program,  and  short-term  counseling.
